Concerning the mechanics of 
filling the vacancy, here are the 
facts: Contrary to some public 
comments, the governor of the 
state of California cannot fil] this 
vacancy by appointment — either 
a special election must be called 
by the governor, or the vacancy 
must exist until the 1956 primary 
or general elections. 

If the vacancy is not filled by 
special election, then Republican 
and Democratic candidates will 
seek the office in next year’s June 
primary. 

If a special election is called, 
the field is ‘‘wide open’’, since 
anyone can run. However, a can- 
didate, in filing ,nomination pa- 
pers, must have signatures repre- 
senting one per cent of the vote 
cast for assemblyman in the last 
general election.

HOME SCENE 
OF MEETING 


The old days will live again in 
memory as members of the Tulare © 
County Historical society meet | 
Sunday, August 7, at Mountain © 
Home, with all persons interested 
in history of this old logging and — 
resort area invited to attend. 

Markers will be placed on ma- 
jor historical sites and a number ,’ 
of ‘old timers” will discuss their 
recollections of the area. Among 
them will be Chester Doyle, of 
Porterville, who was raised in the 
Mountain Home country and whose 
father, J. J. Doyde, owned the 
Summer Home tract that has be- 
come Tulare County’s Balch park. 

Harold Schutt, of Lindsay, a 
past president of the Tulare Coun- 
ty Historical society, has done ex- 
tensive research work on logging 
operations in this, and other aréas, 
of Tulare county, and has collect- 
ed many early-day pictures. He 
will assist with the August 7 
meeting. 

Information from the county 
historical society states that be- 
ginning about 1870, the Moun- 
tain. Home area became the scene 
of intense timber: cutting. The 
first mill was taken to ‘‘Happy 
Camp” by Charles F, Wilson, then, 
after. changing hands _ several 
times, finally landed at Mountain 
Home about 1900. 

First mill at Mountain Home 
was installed in the summer of 
1885 by L. B. Frazier, who built 
the famous “Frazier grade’, a 
steep road up Bear creek, which 
although not now generally used, 
is still passable for jeeps. 

Later, it is stated, other roads 
were built and about 30 years 
ago, when the J. J. Doyle Summer

Hog Sales 
Show Increase 


In Valley Area - 


A 127.6 per cent increase of 
market receipts for hogs, handled 
by the California Farm Bureau 
Marketing association in the Cen- 
tral valley during the first half 
of 1955 has been reported by Roy 
Sharp, hog department manager 
for the marketing association. 

Hog producers sent 13,026 head 
to market during this period for a 
gross return of $457,956.52, com- 
pared to 6,111 head that brought 
$287,347.73 during the same 
period in 1954. 


Increased sale is attributed to 
an increase in hog production, plus 
a new grading system used by 
the California Farm Bureau Mar- 
keting association. e 


This new system follows the 
same grading procedure as used in 
the corn-belt region, with grade 
determined by meat types. Top 
prices are being paid for the type 
of hog that produces the lean cuts 
jof pork. 


HELICOPTER USED FOR QUICK FIRING 
ON CONTROLLED BURN FOR FIRST TIME 
IN COUNTY; 1,100 ACRES ARE COVERED 


A helicopter was used for the 


first time in Tulare county to pro- 


vide quick ignition for a controlled brush burn last Saturday on the 
Clemmie Gill ranch above Springville. 


The 1,100-acre area, with a 
perimiter of six miles, was lit first 
in the center and was. burning 
throughout the area in about nine 
minutes, it is reported. 

Abotit 100 ranchers participat- 
ed in the burn, coming from Bad- 
ger, Woodlake, Yokohl valley, 
Fountain Springs and Springville, 
with Harry Scruggs, of the Milo 


country, in charge. . 
Agencies assisting included the 
State Division of Forestry, the

burn marked only the second time 
that a helicopter has been used

All wheat growers with more than 
15 acres of wheat whose wheat 
acreage after June 1, 1955 was 
more than the farm wheat acreage 
allotment will be subject to a mar- 
keting quota penalty of $1.13 per 
bushel on the excess wheat. The 
excess wheat penalty is based on 
45 per cent of the May 1955 
wheat parity price of $2.51 per 
bushel.

With the opening of the coastal 
deer season set for August 6, we 
remind hunters to stop in wher- 
ever licenses are sold and secure 
a copy of the Digest of 1955 Hunt- 
ing Regulations for detailed in- 
formation including the area to be 
open, bag limit and other data. 

Don’t forget that special tags 
,are required to hunt deer in Cali- 
fornia and they must be preperly 
filled out and attached to the 
antlers. Failure to carry out th 
necessary requirements will sub- 
ject the hunter to arrest. 


Last season, 37.1 per cent of the. 
record buck kill was in the coastal 
area with 62.9 per cent of the ani- 
mals taken in the inland district. 
A total of 75,602 deer were taken 
last year for a new statewide rec- 
ord and a success ratio of 19.1 per 
cent for the 400,000 hunters who 
participated. In addition to the 
above 2,276: deer were taken on 
special hunts. 

Of the 28,076 bucks taken in 
the coastal season last year, Men- 
}docino county led the parade with 
|5,232 bucks followed by Monterey 
with: 2,685, them Lake 2,549, San 
‘Luis: Obispo 2,077 and Sonoma 
with 1,979 for the first five. ' 

Most of the deer are killed the 
first two days of the open season, 
on weekends and the last two days 
of the jseason.

Get-Government-Out-of-Business: 
Congress has taken action within 


the last two weeks which will help 
keep government in businness ra- 
ther than get it out of business. 
Section 638 of the Defense Depart- 
ment appropriation bill, as finally 
enacted into law, throws a road- 
block in the way of cutting down 
government competition with busi- 
ness and also raises a serious bar- 
tier to carrying out many recom- 
mendations of the Hoover Com- 
mission. 

This section, as originally pass- 
‘ed by the House, 
serious barrier. The original lan- 
guage said’ that no funds appro- 
priated in the act could be used to 
cut down government-competition 
with business in work tradition- 
ally performed by the Defense De- 
partment unless it had been justi- 
fied before the appropriate com- 
mittees of the Congress. This lan- 
guage was so indefinite that the 
department was practically hand- 
tied in doing anything. 

The Senate materially improved 
Section 638. The Senate revision 
would have permitted the depart- 
ment to curtail or abolish any 
activity which had been initiated 
within the last 25 years. This 
language protected work perform- 
ed for years by government arsen- 
als and Navy shipyards and yet 
gave the department a free hand 
to get rid of business-competing 
activities initiated during World 
War II and the years immediately 
following. In this form the Sen- 
ate passed the amendment without 
a dissenting vote.

PRUNE, APRICOT 
GROWERS GETTING 
COOP. PAYMENT 


The California Prune and Ap- 
ricot Growers association will 
distribute tentative final returns 
on 1954 crop prunes, aggregating 
$3,750,000, to grower=members 
as of July 1, according to Direc- 
tor Frank H. Pratt, representing 
the Visalia Prune and Apricot as- 
sociation. 

The payment will be on 100 per 
cent of each grower’s delivery, the 
association having taken care of 
the 12 per cent set-aside under the 
federal marketing agreement and 
order program. The association 
has also paid the producer assess- 
ment of $1.50 per ton for the in- 
dustry’s advertising program un- 
der the California Prune Advisory 
board. 

It is anticipated that an addi- 
tional cash return to growers will 
be made on 1954 crop prunes fol- 
lowing the customary audit of the 
prune account at the close of the 
fiscal year. 

Apricot grower-members will re- 
ceive a distribution in cash and 
equity, as of July 1, totaling over 
$221,000. This will be accompanied 
by the final payment on 1954 crop 
apricot pits.

N ursery

We've been house cleaning 
around the nursery the past few 
days and we always find several 
things we never knew we had. 
Several unusual plants with the 
cans rusting away, which later 
turned out to be weeds, the 
usual number of lost tools, two 


customers left over from last 
spring, and one each of a num- 
ber of plants which sell only in 
pairs. 


We should set up a bargain 
table for such’ things but only 
the weeds look salable. In fact 
we may sell them full price be-* 
cause they're in bloom and you 
can sell anything with flowers. 
This includes the weeds you see 
blooming out front which are 
roses and sell for $1.25 and up. 


If you have roses, and/or 
weeds at home that are not 
blooming you should be fertif- 
izing with Vigoro. On roses, 
about one-third cup after each 
blooming spell will produce new 
growth which produces new 
roses.
